Iuto
the sterlle plain be put Hre and bloom—tade long
avenues of trees resplendent with follage, o that
one contd Ny out of the artificlal age in which the
morarch lived, into Arcadia, Here and there the
fountams leaned sunward—and statues, almost life-
ke, =et humans to thinking that antique diviaity
nad been enticed Into these fulry grounds once more
to dwell, “Apollo’®s Tnicket” 18 just such n nest
a8 ope might fancy the god was reposing in when
he caught elght of Daphne, The “King's
(iarden,”’ old Louls' favorita promenade,
and the “Queens Walk,” where the cal-
minstion of the tragedy of the *“'‘Diamond
Necklace” took place, are only rivalled in
beanty by the “Orapgene,” the bits of walk about
the fountalns—every one acharming little landscape
—~Vijon, and the view dowu the “‘grand alley,” where
the thousands gather on fete days every summer to
watch the glare snd glitter of the llaminated foun-
taing, which even Loule Fourteenth conld not have
fnvented. Insipid as are the palaces, no one has
ever yet been critical enough to cavil at the woods
which surround the Trianon, or which streteh,
seemingly boundiess, far away towards Marly and
Saint Germaln, or towagds the dozens of little vil-
lages which nestle playfully about the environs of
the town which has been at onee the birthplace and
the mansoleum of some of the most splendid vanl-
ties Europe has ever seen,

The Prussiars had surronnded Versailles on all
rides, from a distance, us eurly a8 the 15th, and the
1'hisnen had confided to them the task of discover-
Yog the condition of the town, and entering it for a
requisition. The Prusalans im'l, A% usnal, n very
corrout estlmate of the number sod guality of the
forces there, and desired earncstly to have the head-
quarters of one ary there—both for the romance
and the practical advaciage of the thing. The 18th
opened snnny and falr, and the Mayor of Versallles,
rejoleing fn his new-found republican d'goity, was
abont assembling the wise heads of the place fora
parley concerning precantionary measures, when
it was announced that three hussars, each of
whom wore & skull and cross-bones on his
cap, were outgide the town—bold a8 brass—and
desired an immediate conversation with the Mayor,
They were escorted up along lipe of the “Natlonal
Guaard” (poor devils! but few of them had guns!)
and presented to the aforesald Mayor. He refused
i0 see the brave cavaliers, unless they conld pre-
sent the anthority of some general ; therefore they
withdrew. Early the next morning an all-de-
camp, followed by u single horseman, came again to
gee the “municipal sathorities,” He spen: the
greater part of the forenoon in conversation with
the Mayor, represented to hlin the usclegsnoss of

resistance; but his talk, emphatic though it
wis, did not have s8 much effect as  did
the thunder of the cannon, which could
now  occasionally bhe hieard In the dal-

rection of the plaln of Velizy, hetween Versaliles
asud Sceanx. The cannonading seemed Lo eonvinea
the good Mayor that there was a large Prussian
army ar hand ;and he hadnlmost decided to capitu-
laje, when suddenly arriveda from the same direc-
tion as tha alde-de-camp a captain of engineers,
also an ald of the General commanding the dth
Prussisn Corps. The keys of the magazines in
which provisions and fodder were stored were now
mperatively demanded, apd by this time
cannonading was heard on the farm
of Villecoublay, only a short distance
from Versallles, This nolse came from
General Vinoy's vallant attempt to defend the
heljghta of NMendon, governing the left shore of the
Seine and the fortsof Vanores and Issy. The rallway
trains to and from Paris had been suspended the
day before. Although the roads were not badly cat
a8 yet, nothing woull have tempted the frightened
employees o try one more trip to the capital. The
reésult was that about noon the Mayor appeared
before the gate at the end of the “Avenue de Paris,’
and with the statue of the great King looking calmly
down upon him, read the text of the capitaiation of
the city and the force in it,

General E. M. Gregory, the Unilted States
Marshal for the Enstern Distriet of Pennsyl-
vania, has recelved the full returns of all the
agsistant marshals who were charged with the
task of enumerating the Inhabitants of Phila-
delphia, and has furnished us with a transcript
of the result, The populstion ef the city of
Philadelphia in the year of grace 1870 Is set
down in this table at 657,159, as follows, the
population of cach ward according to the census
of 18C0 Leing given by way of contrast: —

The population of the city of Philadelphia in
1860 was 565,520; in 1870, Marshal Gregory and
his deputies would have us believe that it is only
657,150—an increase in ten years of only 01,630,
or at the rate of 1620 per cent.

The Populatioa at Differont Perleds.

Below we give a table of the pepulation of
the city at different periods. The figures since,
and including those for 1700, are taken from
the official cemsus returns. Previous to that
date they are derived from all accessible sources.
The first regular census taken appears to have
beenm im 1777 or 1778, by order of Lord Corn-
wallis, who then commanded the British forces
in'posscesion of the city. At this dals, the enu-
meration showed 21,707, exclusive of soldiers
and strongers. But just previons to the Revolu-
tiomary War, the population was much larger
tham this. The figures givem below for 1750,
1740, and 1720 are based upon the number of
taxables. On this basis, we estimate the popu-
lation in 1750 at 22000, but other estimales
place it at only 19,000 io 1700. The most rella-
ble stalement that we can devise is as followe: —

The Falslty of the Heturos for 1520
ie apparent from & mere glance at the above
table, In the decade from 1840 to 1850 the in-
creage In the old cliy aud districts was at the
rate of 5427 per cent., and in the entire county,
with which the city soon became conterminous
by the ConsoMdation act, the increase was at the
rate of 5848 per cent, In the succeeding decade,
from 1850 to 1860, the rate of [ncrease [ell to
88°80 per cent., a falling off of about one-third.
BuL now we are told tbat, in the decade from

1860 to 1870, during which there has been
every Indication of the most rapid
incresse known in the history

of the community, the rate of increase has tum-
bled to 1620 per cent, or Lwo-lfths only ol the
rate between 1850 and 1860, If the rate of imn-
crease between 1850 and 1860 had been main-
tained duriug the past ten years, the population

of the city would now be 782464, il the
rate of lncrease between 1840 and 1850
bad been restored, the present  popula-

tior would be sbout 805,000. The rate of in-
cresse in the entire Blate In the decade from
1850 to 1560 was 25071 perecent. A few days
ago we publighed the official returns from the
45 counties comprised in the Western district of

e Siate, which showed an Increase of 39 per

cent. since 1800, and 1t I8 scarcely probable that
the eame rate has not been maintained In the
Eastern district, and especially in this eity.
Between 1850 and 18680, when the increase in
the State at large whs 25'71 per cent., the in-
crease in Philadelphis was 8886 per cent.: and
by analogy, the lncrease in the last decade
throughout the Btate belng 80 per cent., the city
should show & rate of about 57 per cent. But
while it would, perhaps, be absurd to claim a
rale of increase equal to that
shown by the deeade batween 1840 and 1850,
there is & very, very broad margin between
§65,000 and 057,159; and, takiog lnto considera-
tion the rapid extension of bullding improve-
ments, the Increase In the number of (axables
snd volers, and the unquestionable progrees of
ihe ity ln every way, there can be no doubt
that our present population numbers at the very
least 800,000, and that, through the gross negli-
gence of Marshal Gregory's enumeralors, we
Conttniied on the Secondd Dage,
